Codicil to Clark Parker 
Testament Favoring Five 


Orders Upheld 
Fraternal organizations of Los 
Angeles and Pasadena received 


yesterday as a Christmas gift Su- 
perior Judge McCormick's decision 
upholding the will of Clark Parker, 
wealthy Pasadenan, and dismissing 
a eontest brought by distant rela- 
tives. 

Parker died in Pasadena, where 
he had lived twelve years, January 


26, 1922, leaving an estate of $4090,- 


000. A codicil] to his will left $235,- 
000 each to the Shrine, Elks’ Lodge, 


Odd Fellows’ Lodge, Scottish Rite 
and Masonic lodges, without more 


particular designation. The bodies 
of which Parker was a member at 


the time of his death laid claim to 


the legacies and a contest was 
brought by Menry W. Stearns of 
Boston, Dr. Frederick Parker Gay, 


a professor at University of Cali- 


fornia, and others, who held that 
the codicil was indefinite and 


should be disregarded. 


In his decision Judge MeCor- 
mick held that the intent of the 


testator was plain and that mere 


misspelling of the names of the 
fraternal organizations and neglect 


to ingert their designating num- 


bers was not enough to invalidate 


the disputed document. 


Parker was 75 years of age when 
he died, and had lived as a recluse 


for several years. His fortune came, 
according 


to relatives, from his 
brother, Benjamin Parker, known 
as the Molasses King of Boston. 


There was a bitter contest by rela- 
tives over the will 


of Benjamin 
Parker, which was carried into the 
United States courts, where final 


decision was made in favor of 
Clark Parker. 


Dr. Gay was one of the contest- 


ants of the Benjamin Parker will.

Volplanes Down Mountain Slope at 
Express Train Sped 


Wild turkeys use their wings 
more than ig supposed; for going 
to and coming from the roost: 
when Gisturbed; often to come to- 


gether from considgrable distances; 
when changing their feeding 
grounds, and sometimes they will 
fly into tall trees ap just 
to spy out the land. In mountain- 
ous country turkeys do a good deal 
of sailing down long slopes, This 
wild volplaning is a most beautiful 
and impressive fight. .The birds’ 
wings are set to curve. slightly 
Gownward and the rush of the 
wind through these makes a sound 
like a howling shrapnel. The speed 
is terrific, and it is checkéd by 
the birds gracefully swerving to 
one side ere they come to ground. 
On several occasions I have at- 
tempted to time such-flight, hav- 
ing the birds in full view and 
knowing approximately the dis- 
tance covered. Uniess my estimate 
was wholly wrong, turkeys can 
volplane down a 2-mile mountain 
slope in a shade over a minute and 
a half. Another fly of about three 
miles, including a dip to a distant 
ridge, seemed to be made in three 
minutes flat. .But such speed, 
under the circumstances, is not ex-

The speed 
of wild things is at least one in- 
surance policy they carry against 
extermination.

Here is a 
great bird for long in many States 
on the ve of extinction, now 
coming back in all his regal state- 
liness.

Chauffeur Case 
Declared V oid 


In a, majority decision of four 
to one, the State Supreme Court 
has annulled an award of the In- 
dustrial Accident Commission 


George Ingalls, a chaueffeur em- 
ployed by Mrs. Luella Garvey of 
Pasadena, was shot and killed Sep- 
tember 7, 1921. by Lin, a Chinese 


suicide. 


Some weeks before, In what 


a closet and slightly bruised him. 
Neither then nor afterward did he 
show any sign of resentment. 

The dav of the murder was the 
Chinese boy's day off. In reply 
to Mrs. Garvey'’s customary in- 
junction to “be a good boy,” he 
had replied, smiling, ““Tod#y I am 
am going to be a bad boy.” 

It was not known that he had 
returned to the house. Mrs. Gar- 
vey, thinking she heard strange 
sounds, asked Ingalls te sccom- 
panv her on a tour af the premises. 
At the dining-room, the Chinese 
boy suddenly appeared from be- 
hind a portiere and shot Ingalls 
dead. 

In the majority opinion, writ- 
ten by Justice Wilbur and  con- 
curred in by Justices Ke . 
Myers and Waste, it is found that 
Ingalls did rot come to Bis death 
in the course of his employment 
or because of it, Justice Lawior, 
who dissents, reached the opposite 
conclusion. 

Ingalls’s wife and mother would 
have been the beneficiaries of the 
$1808 award. The petitioner was 
the insurance carrier, the Royal 
Indemnity Company.
